o Last report showed all six line items were in the green, except for two in yellow status at >92%, 29 

green is 100% 30 

o Public Health Infrastructure and Health Improvement Services 31 

o Explained the underspending category and that funds will not be lost 32 

o Underspending relates to programs that don’t terminate and those dollars carry-over and due to 33 

personnel vacancies and State Innovation Model, where not all fund have been spent 34 

o Complemented staff on how they got so close on the percentile   35 

o Discussed chart that shows through the year everything that the staff is working on to prepare for the 36 

next budget, building and seeking input for the next budget 37 

o Discussed resource allocation and working on the budget for the next year 38

Ms. Burger announced the selection of a new Chief Operating Officer for the Department.  She briefly spoke 19 

to her impressive background and credentials.  The Board and Department are excited that she will be 20 

joining us in August.

COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 23 

Dr. Cline briefly mentioned the  Governor’s Walk for Wellness, thanking staff, Leadership and Dr. Krishna 24 

for their participation. There were approximately 300 state employees from the Health Department and other 25 

state agencies.  26

Dr. Cline highlighted a recent meeting with Michael Botticelli, Director for the Office of National Drug 28 

Control Policy which is a White House office in charge of all the drug control strategies for the United 29 

States.  He has been following Oklahoma’s work around the legislation and around Naloxone.  It is 30 

rewarding to see that the work taking place is being recognized by others and our PMP is held up as a 31 

standard.  32

Lastly, Dr. Cline highlighted the third meeting of the Tribal Public Health Advisory Committee in which 34 

several representatives from the tribal nations have attended in order strategize about how to effectively 35 

leverage mutual resources for the improvement of services and making sure that we aren’t leaving any 36 

groups behind.  This is a committed group of individuals who are smart and passionate about the work they 37 

are doing.
